A liquid absorption sheet for perishable articles, having a 
liquid absorption layer in which a water-absorptive polymer material 
is provided, wherein the liquid absorption layer is accommodated 
within a bag body of which one side is formed by a porous plastic sheet 
and another side is formed by an impermeable plastic sheet, and the 
porous plastic sheet has a rate of hole area of 0.1 to 10%.

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To control the degradation of perishable 
foods and permit their preservation for a long period of 
time by placing a liq. absorbing layer into a bag formed 
of a porous plastic sheet having a porosity of 1-10% on 
one side and a water-impermeable plastic sheet on the 
other side. 

CONSTITUTION: In the liq. absorbing sheet S using for 
perishable foods having a liq. absorbing layer contg. 
water-absorbable, high molecular material, a porous 
polyethylene film 1, a liq. absorbing layer 2 and a 
water-impermeable polyethylene film 4 are built up in 
layers with the aforesaid porous film 1 and water- 
impermeable polyethylene film 4 attached together at 
their peripheral edges. More specifically, the folding 
parts lb of the porous film 1 are attached to the 
peripheral edges of the water-impermeable film by heat 
sealing or with a hot melt adhesive agent, thereby 
forming a seal part A^. The porous film 1 has a porosity 
of 0.1-10%, polyolefin film is used in the manufacture 
of the liq. absorbing layer 2 and the water-impermeable 
film 4, and the liq. absorbing layer 2 is further formed 
of pulp chips or water absorbing paper contg, the 
water-absorbable, high molecular material 3. This liq. 



absorbing sheet controls the degradation of pehshable 
foods and permits their preservation for a long period 
of time. 
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
